EXTERNAL RL ATIONS. 


THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL RELATIONS TO ALL 
THE DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR AGENTS OF THE 
FRENCH REPUBLIC. 


~- Citizens, ~ are placed in a new fituation. Your 
Republican fentiments, and your patriotic exertions,’ 


ought to foar into a higher flight, Of the powers 
confederated againft’ French liberty, England alone 
femains to be combated.” She is our eternal enemy. 
“A great expedition is: preparing againft ‘ther. The 
wifhes of the nation prefs the armament. All 
the perfons employed, all the funétionaries of the 
Government, ought, in this refpeét, to fecond the 
views of thé Directory. Every part of the French 
Republic at the prefent moment otght to make war 
againft England. In this general movement you 
neither can nor ought to remain inaétive. You ought 
on the contrary, to take a diftinguifhed part in the foo. 
cef$ of this enterprize. You know that, for a long 
time, the arms of diplomacy, terrible in the hands of 
the Englifh Minifter, have languifhed without point in 
our hands» The Exeéutive Direttory is defrrous to 
reftore to this department its vigour and Inftre. The 
,peace of Campo Formig is fitted to be the epoch of 
this change. ‘The Congrefa of Raftadt will put the 
feal to it, and this objeét you ought to unite to pro- 
mote, At prefent, citizens, each of you doubtlefs 
forms a juft idea of the greatnefs and firength of the 
French Republic. Foreign powers know very well, 
and it is unneceflary to remind you, that you reprefent 
the firft people in Europe, a nation confilting of thirty 
millions of men, and which on the Continent nothing 
is able to refift, How then has England, a power 


of our monarchy, fucceeded for more than an age in 
thwarting, and even humbling France ? Its infianfi- 
tuation, and the idea of liberty of which fhe beatted,

have not been the only circumitantes that have contri~ 
buted to this aftonifhing effe@t, _1t has been in a prin- 
cipal manner the refult of the diplomatic fyftem purfued 
by Epgland. . But even this power, like the whole of 
her power, is fititious. We ‘hall very eafily be con- 
vinced of the truth of this affertion, by following the 
train of Englifh hiftory from the moment the Englith 
interfered in the affairs of Europe. It was the pro- 
sector, Cromwell, who firft gave the tone to their di- 
plomacy. Calling to his aid the vigorous and ci-de- 
vant republican pen of the celebrated Milton, Crom- 
well ventured to {peak to all the Cabinets of Europe 
that haughty language which the Minifters of St James's 
have always maintained, and which, in the com- 
mencement, being only the overbearing infolence ofa 
too fuccefsful ufurper, appeared in the fequel to be on- 
ly the energetic and haughty language of a people call- 
ing therefelves free. Engaged in the wars, the long 
feries of which began and ended the reign of Louis 
XIV. the Governments of Eufope confidered as ex- 
tremely powerful thofe who gave themfelves out as 
fuch. They allowed themfelves to be brow-beat, and 
yielded without enquiry to the pretenfions of a Court 
which accompanied its ‘menaces with threats. Soon 
after, France, refigned to the governnient of an indo- 
lent Prince, and corrupted. Minilters, enfeebled at 
once by-ufelefs viGtories anid alliances comtrary to her 
interefts, reduced: to- the‘ moft deplorable impotence, 
Fiance fawWherfelf €6nipelled to tremble before the 
pretended genius of the: Cabinet of London. Strength- 
ened by this illufion,'“more than by any real power, 
England, at the end “of each war, figured with dif- 
tin&tion in thepacification of Nimeguen, Ryfwick, U- 
trecht, Aix-la-Chapellgy the treaty of Paris, the con- 
ferences of Pilnitz, and the fubfequent crifis of our re- 
volution. This prejudice, citizens, it is impertant to 
deftroy. This Coloffas with earthen feet muft now 
be overthrown. It is incumbent on you then, citizens, 
to attack with courage the power of England in its 
federative force, while on their fide our armies preci- 
pitating themfelves on her coafts, fhall difplay to the 
eyes of the Governments of Europe, on whom her’ 
boafts have fo long ‘impofed, the true feeret of her 
weaknefs. Obfervé then, what in this refpect is the 
courfe you ought to purfue. Place your conduct in di- 
re&@ oppofition to that of the Envoys of the Court of 
London, adhere to this rule, which cannot miflead you. 
The caufe which they defend is that of tyranny, of 
mercantile avarice, of fhameful and criminal Machia- 
velifm. All thefe ations, all thefe views, bear the ne- 
ceflary mark of their vicious origin. What has pre- 
vented England from imitating Carthage, which, in or- 
der. to render the nations by which the was furrounded 
more dependent, by an excefs of ambition which de- 
graded humanity, B ategrsrer thofe nations under the 
pain of death, to fow, to plant, to cultivate, to trade, 
or to do any thing of this kind, a prohibition, the re- 
collection of‘which excites execration ?

HIGH COURT OF FUSTICIARY. 


TRIAL OF GEORGE MEALMAKER, 

i ‘Weaver in Dundes. 

Yefterday, the Court proceeded in the trial of George Meal- 
maker. 

The flowing is an abftract of the indiétment again him . 

George, &c, Whereas it is humbly méant and complained to 
us, by our right trufty Robert Dundas, of Arnifton, Efq. our 
Advocate for our intereft, upon George Mealmaker, weaver in 
Dundée, That albeit by the laws of this, and of every other 
well governed realm, fedition is a crime of an heinous nature, 
and feverely punifhable ; and whereas, by an ac pafled in the 
37th year of our reign, cap. 123, intituled “* An aét/for more 
“ effectually preventing the adminiftering or taking ‘of un- 
* lawful oaths,” it is, inter alia, ftatuted and ordained, “ That 
any perfon or perfons who fhall, in any manner or form

mittee or body of men not lawfully conftituted, or of any lead- 
‘er or commander, or other perfon not having authority by law 
for that’ purpofe; or not to inform or give evidence again 
any affociate, confederate, or other perfon; or not to reveal 
or difcover any unlawful combination or confederacy; or not 
to reveal or diftover any, illegal act done or to be done; or not 
to reveal or dilcover any illegal oath or engagement which 
may have been adminiftered, or tendered to, or taken by fuch 
perfon or perfons, or to ér by any other perfon or perfons; or

Many eminent men have held fimilar fentiments and exprel- 
fed them too, and, in allufion to the fyftem of Government, 
Montefqueau fays, that the Conflitition muft perith whenever 
thé Legiflative power becomes moré corrupt than the Executive. 
—In the: trials which took place here in 1794, it was tated 
that the Britihh Couvention having adopted the termé of the 
French Cenvention, fhewed that they had fimilar objeés in 
view. Now, if tuch was confidered the criminal of their 
conduét, it mult follow that the focicties sgainth which the 
charges are now brought cangot be criminal, for they have not 
adopted any of thefe terms, . But it will not be proved, that 
the panoel was a member of thefe focicties, or that he ever did 
adminifter the oath charged, But*even were it proved that he 
did adminifter the oath, it will be fhewn that fuch oath was 
not criminal, having no reference whatever to the act of Par- 
liament, on which the libel was founded. One part of the re-
